Chester M. Abbott was born in Wolfeboro, Novem- 
ber 27, 1880, the son of Mark W. and Idella (Hersey) 
Abbott.

IN MEMORIAM 
Howard Clifton Avery 


Howard Clifton Avery was born in Wolfeboro on October 

28, 1904, the son of Joseph Clifton and Minna (Hodge) § 
Aveuy. He graduated in 1922 from Brewster Academy, an 
institution he was serving as trustee at the time of his 
death and formerly, as President of the Board of Trustees. 
In 1926 he graduated from, the University of New Hamp- § 
shire where he was a member of Lambda Chi Alpha fra- 
ternity. 


He returned to Wolfeboro in 1930 to settle the estate § 
of his relative, Gieenleaf B. Clark, Wolfeboro’s benefactor 
of Clark Park, and stayed on to become associated with his 
father, J. Clifton Avery, in the insurance agency which 
bears his name. 


A member of one of Wolfeboro’s first families, Mr. | 
Avery served this community in endless capacities giving 
freely of his time, energy, and keen memory. A partial 
list of his many activities includes, treasurer and director & 
of Huggins Hospital, a director of the Wolfeboro National § 
Bank, treasurer of the First Congregational Church, a mem- § 
ber of the Wolfeboro Budget Committee, Past President and §& 
member of both the Rotary Club and the Wolfeboro Chamber 
of Commerce, 1a director of the Public Health Nursing Asso- § 
ciation, a member of the Wolfeboro Historical Society, the & 
Lake Wentworth Association and the Kingswood Golf Club. 
Mr. Avery also served as a former town Fire Commissioner, 
Selectman, Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, and town Repub- 
lican Chairman. 


His Masonic affiliations included High Priest of Carroll 
Chapter R.A.M. and the Palestine Commandery. With his. § 
passing, Wolfeboro has lost a devoted friend whose years 
of thoughtful service and wise counsel will long be remem- §— 
bered.

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ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, WOLFEBORO, N. H. 
March 14, 1967 
Brewster Town Hall 10:00 A. M. 


Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, the Meeting was called 
to order at 10:00 A. M. by the Moderator, Robert F. Thurrell. 


The Moderator read Article 1. pertaining to the election of 
Town Officers. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, Treasurer, and Col- 
lector of Taxes for the ensuing year; one Auditor for two years, 
one Selectman for three years, one Trustee of Trust Funds for 
three years, one library Trustee for three years, one Water and 
Sewer Commissioner for three years, three members of the Budget 
Committee for three years, two Parks and Playgrounds Commis- 
sioners for three years, one Fire Commissioner for three years, 
one Municipal Electric Light Commissioner for three years, one 
Police Commissioner for three years, and one or more Overseers 
of the Poor for one year. 


The motion was made by Earl Adjutant and seconded by 
Osborne Abbott, to act on Article 1, and refrain from reading 
the remaining Articles of the Warrant until the evening meet- 
ing; voice vote was in the affirmative, and so declared by the 
Moderator. Therefore, balloting started at this time (10:00 A. M.) 


The remaining Articles of the Warrant to be read and acted 
upon at the evening meeting. 


7:00 P. M. 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Robert F. 
Thurrell, at which time we refrained from balloting until after 
the remaining Articles of the Warrant were acted upon. 


Donald Savard made the motion to refrain from reading the 
warrant in its entirety, providing’ each article be read in full 
before being acted upon. Motion seconded. Voice vote was in 
the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 2. To instruct the Selectmen to appoint one 
Highway Agent. John Ballard made the motion to adopt Article 
2 as read; seconded by C. Warren Brodrick. Voice vote was in 
the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 8. To choose all other Town Officers and agents. 
Alvin R. White made the motion to accept Article 3 as read; 
seconded by Dorothy Ashby. Voice vote was in the affirmative 
and so declared by the Moderator. 
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ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell any property taken by tax title or otherwise. Donald 
Savard made tke motion to adopt Article 4 as read; seconded by 
Leslie Anderson. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so de- 
clared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to authorize the Tax Collector to allow a discount on 
real estate taxes if paid before December Ist, at a rate of dis- 
count not to exceed the rate at which the Town can borrow money 
on short term notes. H. E. Erickson made the motion to adopt 
Article 5 as read; seconded by Louis Soucey. Voice vote was in 
the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to hire a sum of money necessary to pay expenses in antici- 
pation of taxes. Raymond Berry made the motion to adopt 
Article 6 as read; seconded by Alvin White. Voice vote was in 
the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Tax Collector to apooint a Deputy under the provisions of 
Section 42, Chapter 80 of the Revised Laws of 1942 as amended 
by Chapter 7 of the Laws of 1945. Louis Soucey made the 
motion to adopt Article 7 as read; seconded by Peter Hayes. 
Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will approve and adopt 
the recommendations of the Budget Committee and raise and 
appropriate the various sums contained in this report and listed 
in the Budget. Norris Harriman made the motion to pass over 
Article 8 until all other Articles pertaining to the Budget were 
acted on. Seconded by Alvin White; voice vote was in the affir- 
mative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of $14,500.00 by issuing 5 year serial notes, to 
purchase a Hough H-60 Loader. (This Article is recommended 
by the Budget Committee.) Charles Foss, Jr. made the motion 
to accept Article 9 as read; seconded by Norris Harriman. 
Edward Zulauf explained the need for the Hough loader, the 
lease and the terms of the agreement. Over 24 voice vote in the 
affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate $4,000.00 for the purchase, by the Town, of the Varney 
property (formerly the Esso Station), located on South Main 
Street, for the creation and maintenance of a Town Park. The 
sum so raised will be added to gift funds heretofore made to 
the Town and received by a committee representing the Town for 
this purpose. (This Article is recommended by the Budget Com- 
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mittee.) Russell Claflin made the motion to adopt the Article; 
seconded by John Ballard. Richard Clarke made an amendment 
to read as follows: “The town to pay the difference between do- 
nations made to the end of March 1967, not to exceed $4,600.” 
Seconded by Edward Zulauf. Voice vote on the amendment was 
a 24 vote in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 
Voice vote on Article 10 as amended was in the affirmative and 
so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
recommendations of the Town Highway Garage Study Commit- 
tee to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed $50,000.00, said 
sum to be raised by 10 year serial notes, for the construction of 
a 60’ x 120’ Public Works Garage facility on Town owned land 
on Pine Hill Road. Cost of construction to be allocated as follows: 
40% Municipal Electric Department, 40% Water and Sewer De- 
partment, and 20% by other participating Departments. (This 
Article is recommended by the Budget Committee.) H. E. 
Erickson made the following amendment: “To amend Article 
11 by identifying Article 11 as published as section A., and to 
add the following as section B. of the same article. Section B. To 
see if the Town will authorize the Municipal Electric Department 
to construct a garage off Factory Street adjacent to the 3750 
KVA substation and to borrow on five (5) year serial notes, a 
sum not to exceed $20,000.00 for this purpose. Said sum to be 
paid from revenue of the Municipal Electric Department. (This 
amendment recommended by the Budget Committee.) ” 


George Walker proposed the following to be added to the 
amendment: “In event that Section A is approved this amend- 
ment is automatically cancelled.” John McDermott made the 
motion to accept Article 11 as read; seconded by Norris Harri- 
man. Discussion followed. H. E. Erickson made the motion to 
accept the amendment; seconded by Richard S. Clarke. Voice 
vote was in the affirmative and declared by the moderator a 24 
vote necessary when borrowing money. 


George Walker moved that vote be taken on Article 11 as 
amended; seconded by Kenneth Jordan. It was a 24 voice vote 
in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. Therefore, 
the Moderator declared Section B of Article 11 void. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will authorize the Se- 
lectmen to sell the South Wolfeboro School house to the Wolfe- 
boro Arts and Crafts association, a non-profit corporation, at 
a price to be recommended to the Selectmen by two appraisers 
appointed by the Selectmen. Such sale to be contingent upon 
approval of a variance by the Zoning Board of Adjustment, 
and to be subject to the further condition that if the said Asso- 
ciation at some future time were dissolved or moved from the 
the school house property, the Town would have the option to 
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repurchase the property at a future price to be recommended 
to the Selectmen by two appraisers appointed at that time by the 
Selectmen. Motion was made by A. Cooper Ballentine and sec- 
onded to accept the article. An amendment was made by Edward 
W. Zulauf to read as follows: ‘‘The bell in the School House to 
stay in the possession of the Town.” Seconded by Thomas 
O’Dowd voice vote on the amendment was in the affirmative and 
so declared by the moderator. Voice vote on Article 12, as amend- 
ed, ‘was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the amount of $18,000.00 on 10 year serial notes 
for use of the Water and Sewer Department to purchase a new 
pickup truck, and for construction or replacement of lines to 
the filter bed, Pleasant Valley Road and Kingswood Shore. (This 
Article is reeommended by the Budget Committee.) Motion was 
made by George Walker to refrain from acting upon Article 13 
until acting upon Article 15. H. E. Erickson seconded the motion ; 
voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moder- 
ator. George Walker made an amendment to Article 13 to in- 
crease the amount to be raised from $18,000.00 to $21,500.00. 
It was seconded; voice vote was a 24 vote in the affirmative, and 
so declared by the Moderator. 


Gordon Reade made ‘ian amendment to delete the purchase 
of the truck from the Article, due to the 10 year serial notes. 
Gordon Reade’s amendment was not seconded, and therefore 
declared void by the Moderator. Then vote was taken on Article 
13 as amended; which was a 24 voice vote in the affirmative and 
so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,100.00 for the Carroll County Community 
Services. By petition. (This Article is recommended by the 
Budget Committee) Motion was made by Rev. Wilson to adopt 
the Article as read; seconded. An amendment was made by 
Edward Zulauf to read as follows; “To see if the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,100.00 for the Carroll 
County Community Services, providing, however, that this ex- 
penditure is not to be made if a similar amount is raised and 
a propriated and iallocated against the Town by the Governor 
Wentworth Regional School District under its 1967 Budget.” 
Seconded by H. E. Erickson; voice vote on the amendment was in 
the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. Voice vote on 
Article 14 as amended was a 24 vote in the affirmative and so 
declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of $36,000.00 ($30,000.00 of this amount to be 
in the form of 5 year serial notes) for replanning, rebuilding and 
paving Sewall Road from the Navy Yard to North Main Street. 
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(By petition). This Article is reeommended by the Budget Com- 
mittee. A motion was (made by Raymond Berry and seconded 
by Charles Robarts to accept Article 15 as read. It was 24 
voice vote in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of $15,000.00 ($10,000.00 of this amount to 
be in the form of 5 year serial notes) to be spent on College Road 
for an engineering survey and plan from Route 28 to Bryant 
Road and to construct a new bridge over Willey Brook. (By 
petition). This Article is recommended by the Budget Com- 
mittee. Motion was made by Hl. E. Erickson and seconded by 
Benjamin Bean to adopt the Article as read. Voice vote was a 
22 vote in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will appoint a Study 
Committee to be comprised of one hourly wage employee from 
each department, chosen by the other employees of that depart- 
ment, and two members to be chosen by the Budget Committee 
and one member to be chosen by the Selectmen. Where only 
two such employees exist in a department, they will draw lots to 
determine who shall represent their department. The purpose 
of this Committe is to recommend to the Town a fair wage and 
employment formula that can be ‘adopted for Town employees 
to cover the following areas: 


Hiring; base pay from job description, salary increases 
based on job skill, level of skill within job category, length of 
service, hours worked, work load, prevailing wages paid for sim- 
ilar jobs in surrounding ‘areas, vacation time, paid holidays, 
cost-of-living clause, grievance procedures and firing; and related 
topics. 


The wage Study Committee will hold one public hearing and 
publish its findings and recommendations and also report same 
to the Budget Committee prior to December 31, 1967 in order 
for the Budget Committee to study their recommendations and 
pass upon them ‘sso they can be presented before the regular 
Town Meeting of 15968. 


The departments to be included would be the Water and 
Sewer Department, Police Department, Municipal Electric De- 
partment, Selectmen’s Office, the Highway Department and the 
Fire Desartment. 


H. E. Erickson suggested to change the reading of “hourly 
employee” in paragraph one to “weekly wage employee’; he 
then made the motion to adopt the changed article; seconded by 
Peter Hayes. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared 
by the Moderator. 
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ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $775.00 to construct a pond on land of 
Robert Hopewell for the purpose of providing fire protection for 
heuses in that area of Cotton Mountain, and providing further 
that the Town acquires at no additional cost a grant or ease- 
ment from Robert Hopewell of a sufficient legal interest in said 
pond to warrant the expenditure of public funds. After some 
discussion on Article 18 a motion was made by Edwin Craigue 
and seconded by C. Warren Brodrick to adopt Article 18. Voice 
vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 8. Action on Article 8 which had been post- 
poned until other Articles pertaining to the Budget had been 
acted upon is as follows: Louis Soucey proposed the following 
amendment: “I move to amend the total Police Department Budget 
figure from the sum of $36,800.00 to read $42,933.00 which we 
believe to be more realistic and which will allow the Commission- 
ers to run the police department as we were elected to do.” 
Seconded by Peter Hayes, voice vote on the amendment was a 2*4 
vote and so declared by the Moderator. There was considerable 
discussion pro and con. H. E. Erickson made the motion to adopt 
Article 8 as amended; seconded by Alvin White; voice vote on 
Article 8 as amended was a 24 vote in the affirmative and so 
declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to empower the 
Planning Board to review, and approve or disapprove site plans 
for the development of tracts for non-residential uses whether 
or not such development includes a sub-division or re-subdivision 
of the site, in accordance with RSA 36:19-a (supp) Russell G. 
Clafflin explained the Article; then made the motion it be adopted 
as read; seconded by Howard Avery. Voice vote was in the affir- 
mative and so declared by the Moderatcr. 


ARTICLE 20. And to conduct such other business as may 
legally come before the meeting. Dr. Lawrence Toms, reporting 
for the Study Committee of the Municipal Electric Department, 
read the following revort: 


The Committee invites attention to the Engineering Report 
of Operations, made by the Engineering firm of Rollins, Kind 
and McKone, published on pages 102 through 108 of the 1966 
Town Report. The Committee is in general agreement, with 
this report. 


A review of the Contract between the Electric Department 
and the Public Service Company of New Hampshire has been 
made and the Study Committee agrees that the contract is bene- 
ficial to the Town. The Continued operation of the power plant 
in accordance with the current practice of the Department is 
recommended. The combination of the capacity to generate 
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and to purchase power gives the Town assurance of a power 
supply at the lowest cost in the State and results in an annual 
savings of approximately $46,600.00. 


The Committee encourages the rebuilding schedule of the 
distribution system of the Department. Analysis of load growth 
indicates that the increase in loads and sales averages 100% 
every 10 years. 


In conclusion the Committee recommends continued operation 
of the Municipal Electric Department. The Committee will finalize 
iis complete report in written form, which will be available to 
ail interested persons.

therefore a motion was made and seconded to adjourn the meet- 
ing at 9:45 P. M.; and so declared by the Moderator as a vote in 
the affirmative. 

As there was no further business the Moderator declared the 
meeting legally adjourned at 9:45 P. M. 

After the counting of the ballots, the following officers were 
sworn in by the Moderator; Alice A. Cole, Leonard F. Hubbard 
Lawrence S. Toms, John W. Corson, Noyes V. Moore; the other 
elected officers were to be sworn in at the Town Clerk’s Office.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
July 28, 1967 


Brewster Memorial Hall 10:00 AM 


Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, the meeting was called 
to order by the Moderator, Russell G. Claflin, in absence of Robert 
F. Thurrell. After the reading of the warrant, the following 
Articles were acted upon: 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $35,000.00 for the purpose of payment of 
a settlement as the result of litigation brought by the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company against the Wolfe- 
boro Municipal Electric Department and the Town of Wolfeboro, 
and to authorize the Selectmen to issue serial notes for this purpose 
for an amount not to exceed $35,000.00 in the name of and on 
the credit of the Town; and to authorize the Selectmen to deter- 
mine the time and place of payment of the principal ‘and interest, 
the rate of interest and all other matters in connection with the 
financing of this loan, except that final payment on the loan shall 
be made not later than ten (10) years after the date of said loan. 
The Wolfeboro Municipal Electric Department to reimburse the 
Town of Wolfeboro for the total amount borrowed plus all interest 
charges. 


Selectman Edward W. Zulauf and Manager H. E. Erickson 
of the Municipal Electric Department explained the need for the 
Special Town Meeting and the raising of the $35,000.00. 


H. E. Erickson made the motion to accept the Article as 
read; seconded by Edwin R. Craigue. Before vote was taken 
on the Article, a motion was made by H. E. Erickson to vote by 
written ballot; motion was seconded by Edwin R. Craigue. Voice 
vote was a vote in the affirmative to vote by written ballot and so 
declared by the Moderator. Vote taken on Article 1 showed 25 
votes cast (necessary for borrowing money would be 24); it was 
a unanimous vote in the affirmative and so declared by the Mod- 
erator. Moderator appointed John McDermott and Osborne H. 
Abbott as tellers for the above voting. 


ARTICLE 11. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before this meeting. As there was no further bus- 
iness, the motion was made and seconded to adjourn. Voice 
vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator to 
adjourn at 10:25 AM. 


Twenty seven voters attended this Special Meeting.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Wolfeboro, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Brewster Memorial Town 
Hall Building in said Town on the second Tuesday of March next, 
from ten A. M. until 7 P. M. for the casting of ballots, and at 7 
P. M. to act on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, Treasurer, and Col- 
lector of Taxes for the ensuing year; One Auditor for one year, 
and one Auditor for two years, one Selectman for three years, one 
Trustee of Trust Funds for three years, one Trustee of Trust 
Funds for one year, one Library Trustee for Three years, one 
Water and Sewer Commissioner for three years, one member of 
the Budget Committee for one year, three members of the Bud- 
get Committee for three years, two Parks and Playgrounds Com- 
missioners for three years, one Fire Commissioner for three 
years, one Municipal Electric Light Commissioner for three years, 
one Police Commissioner for three years, and one or more Over- 
seers of the Poor for one year. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all other Town Officers and agents. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell any property taken by tax title or otherwise. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to authorize the Tax Collector to allow a discount on 
real estate taxes if paid before December Ist, at a rate of discount 
not to exceed the rate at which the Town can borrow money on 
short term notes.

These sums of money are to be paid by four (4) annual in- 
stallments by non-interest bearing notes.

1. In conjunction with the Right to Know Law, the Select- 
imien’s weekly column in the Granite State News was instituted. 


aa Legal action hias been taken against the Brewster Trust 
Fund, which is trying to exclude the Towns of Tuftonboro and 
Wolfeboro as future beneficiaries. 


3. New Town Garage has been completed. 


4. Completion of the new waterfront park in cooperation 
with a generous donor and a town committee. 


5. Improvement of that area of Back Bay behind the shop- 
ping center for parking ‘and recreation. 


6. Rebuilding of a large portion of Sewall Road. 


7. Extension of Sewall Road (right of way to provide better 
property protection.) 


8. The Federal Governments “701” Project, a town study 
(Local planning assistance program) is well underway. 


9. Continued improvement of our waterfront with the 
rebuilding of two docks using a permanent method of construc- 
tion.

Those 
citizens who are capable and able must make themselves avail- 
able to hold office and thereby honor a debt to the community. 


3. Full dollar value must be derived from each dollar spent 
by eliminating duplication, inefficiency, untrained personnel, and 
bureaucracy. 

4. More individual responsibility must be shown by the citi- 
zens in order to make Wolfeboro a better place in which to live. 


5. Know your civil servants, honor those who serve well 
and remove those who prove themselves not suitable. 


6. The consolidation of all town departments in the Town 
Hall has yet to be accomplished and until this is done, a higher 
degree of efficiency will not be attained, not to mention the savings. 


7. A “Meet the Candidate” night should be held whereby 
the citizens could meet and assess the prospective office holders. 


If in the carrying out of our duties, we have made our town 
a better place in which to live, then we have made progress.

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BUDGET COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


The Budget Committee has met with the Departments of the 
Town and the Board of Selectmen. In order to present this budget, 
it was necessary to hold eighteen meetings and one Public Hear- 
ing, In the course of these meetings a total of $65,000 was not 
approved. The total approved budget for all departments is nearly 
one million dollars. However, income from all sources except taxes 
reduces this figure to $238,851.21, which is the amount to be 
raised by taxation. This is an increase from 1967 of $40,618.80. 
Of this amount, about $21,000 is caused by increases in wages and 
salaries. Of the remainder portion of the increase, specific ex- 
penditures of the various departments and a substantial increase 
in payment of long term debt make up the balance. 


There are four Warrant Articles which the Committee has 
recommended: One- Issuance of serial notes in the amount of 
$25,000 for site acquisition by the Fire Department for a new Fire 
Station. Second- Issuance of ten year serial notes in the amount 
of $23,500 for a new fire truck. Third- Issuance of serial notes in 
the amount of $30,000.00 for the purchase of a new line vehicle 
by the Municipal Electric Dept. Fourth- The issuance of five year 
serial notes in the amount of $5000.00 for the purchase of a com- 
pressor by the Water and Sewer Dept. 


The request by the Civil Defense Rescue Squad for a new 
vehicle in the amount of $18,665.00 was not recommended, but is 
included in the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting. 


The following items are specific requests by departments 
which have been approved by the Committees: 


Selectmen— $1800 for initial work on a tax and aerial maps, and 
surveying some of the Town Properties. The fees for the Asses- 
sors was raised from $1800 to $2700. 


New Equipment— $13,000.00 for a new heavy duty truck, and a 
new wheeled tractor equipped with front loader and mowing 
machine. 


Wharves— $5000 for repairs and improvement to docks between 
the Mail Boat Dock and the Mount’s Wharf. Included in this 
amount are funds for necessary repairs to the walkway beside 
Tobey’s Pharmacy which will need replacing in the near future. 
Cost estimates of this project were incomplete for inclusion in 
this years budget. 


New Construction - $1000 has been appropriated for drainage 
and repairs to High St. as ample funds are being held for 
projects included in last years budget, the committee did not 
wish to burden the taxpayer for projects that would not be 
completed. 
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Public Works Garage - This item is for equipment, gas tanks 
and pumps and the Towns share of the operating budget. The 
Committee that is in charge of the Garage is in hopes that 
this enterprise will be self supporting in ensuing years. 

During the time when the Budget Committee was holding 
its meetings, not only the Committee, but also the entire town 
lost one of its most able and dedicated citizens in the untimely 

passing of Howard Avery. It will be very difficult to replace a 

member whose interests and experience covered every facet of 

Town Government. Let us hope the ideals for which he stood will 

be upheld by all citizens of Wolfeboro in future years.

I have completed my first full year as your elected tax col- 
lector. I have enjoyed the year and learned more about the job 
and what it entailed. 


I had my first tax sale and, although I wish the list could 
have been shorter, many have now been redeemed. The list of 
unredeemed, however, is longer than last year and, as this costs 
the taxpayer extra costs and interest, I hope that these will be 
paid soon. 


I have noticed that many people are confused over the dis- 
count and interest rates which are on a “per annum.” basis. Some 
deduct or pay the full rate instead of figuring to the date of pay- 
ment. 


Having ‘a deputy at the town office worked out well, and 
people seemed pleased they did not have to return or be incon- 
venienced if the tax collector was not there at the time. 


The property tax rate increased 10¢ per hundred in 1967. The 
bills weren’t mailed until November 2nd as the tax rate was re- 
ceived late, but the discount rate was allowed to December 15th 
instead of December 1st to help compensate for this. 


I attended the Tax Collector’s convention at the Lake Tarle- 
ton Club in September and enjoyed the meetings and social 
activities. 


Room was made available in the town office for the tax 
collector’s desk in the room between the town clerk’s office and 
court room. 


I want to thank those who supported me ‘and hope that I may 
continue to serve you.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 
Town of Wolfeboro, N. H. 1967 


The year of 1967 has been a relatively healthy year for our 
town. There has been the usual number of contageous diseases 
among the children but the routine preventive innoculations for 
tetanus, diphtheria, whooping cough, and, most recently, measles 
have reduced these diseases almost completely. German measles 
is still quite common. A new preventive immunization for 
mumps has just been released and we should see the effect of 
this in the coming years. At present the mumps vaccine is to 
be used for pre-teens, teen-agers, and adults but not for infants 
or children in the early primary school age groups. 


The Board of Selectmen are to be congratulated on their 
efforts to remove the junk vehicles which, although not a definite 
health hazard, do constitute a nuisance under our state laws 
regarding sanitation. 


Our local blood bank under the able direction of Mrs. Jack 
Lillis, R. N., continues to be one of the most successful banks 
in the state and she and all her co-workers along with the many 
faithful blood donors deserve the gratitude of the entire area. 


The increasing socialization of our medical care by the Fed- 
eral government is placing ‘an increased burden on Huggins 
Hospital which has become more evident during the latter part 
of 1967. Medicare and Medicaid programs also indicate the 
lack of extended care facilities and of nursing home facilities 
and the problem has been and will continue to be thoroughly 
discussed and investigated and a satisfactory solution will be 
found undoubtedly. 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen and, espec- 
ially, Mr. Edward Zulauf, who has always been ready and able 
to assist in meeting the problems that occur.

REPORT OF HIGHWAY AGENT 
1967 


TOWN ROAD CONSTRUCTION 


Hardy Hill has been completed with a base of 12 inches of 
gravel with a top of 3 inches crushed gravel. It has been tarred 
and is ready for a sealing coat in the spring. 


Trotting Track Rd. (Shepard Rd.) has been widened, culverts 
laid. and graded, almost to Mrs. Dorothy Willey’s, and 12 inches 
of gravel has been put on from the intersection of Pine Hill Rd. 
to Frank Varney’s. 


Sewall Rd. has been widened, culverts laid, graded, with a 
base of 12 inches of gravel, and a top of 3 inches crushed gravel 
from No. Main St. to the Navy Yard. On the Sewall Rd. Extension 
trees have been cut, rocks and stumps removed, and widened to 
50 feet with a road bed of 25 feet to Forest Rd. 


Back Bay was graded almost to the R. R. tracks. The parking 
wot has been tarred. From the parking lot to the first trees has 
been covered with 6 inches of loam, the proper amount of ferti- 
lizer applied, and is ready for grass seed when the snow goes. 


Carry Beach parking lot is covered with 4 inches of crushed 
gravel, and a new rail fence encloses the entire Park. 


The Esso building was moved to its new foundation. Two 
Rest Rooms were installed, new plywood walls, new window and 
coor frame. Benches were built around the walls, and it has 
electric heat and all new wiring. This was done entirely by the 
Highway Dept. 


The usual number of roads have been tarred, mix jobs done, 
culverts laid, shoulders cut back and trees cut. 


As the town has a 1958 Mack, a 1962 Ford Truck, a 1960 
lnternational Tractor and a 1961 Pickup, I believe they should be 
replaced. This is up to the Budget Committee and the voters to 
decide. 


I wish at this time to thank all the Town Depts. and the 
Selectmen for their help and cooperation.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
WATER DEPARTMENT — 1967 


The main line meter reading varied little from last year. This 
year 146,850,000 gallons were recorded compared to 150,099,000 
for 1966. 


Beech Pond seemed to be back to normal. Although it was 
down 19” on April 26th it built up until June 4th when it was only 
down 714”. By October 29th. it was down 24” whereas on October 
19, 1966 it was down 51” and on October 25th, 1965 it was down 
66”. 


It was a little easier to maintain pressure this past year but 
we still have problems with the regulator being sluggish. The Re- 
lief Valve on Mill Street has at times discharged and would not 
close due to the regulator letting too much pressure into the down 
town area and not cutting baick until it was reset. 


The metering program is still incomplete. Two Hundred and 
thirty two meters were installed this year and we hope to 
complete the installations by Fall. In the past, six to eight meters 
could be installed in a day, but the cream is off the top” and now 
there are only one or two installations possible each day. This is 
due to the customers who need new service pipes and to the places 
where the meter must be installed in a pit since there is no way 
to place them in the house. 


The Department asks the cooperation of the people who do 
not have water meters yet so that the work can be completed this 
year. When all the meters are installed it will give a truer picture 
of water use in case there should need to be a rate adjustment. 
At the present time the rates seem to be fair since the charges 
have gone down in cases where the number of people living in the 
house are few and have gone up where the demand is greater.

A short report on the crime index trends reported by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation follows. It should be realized 
that these figures reflect increases during the year 1967 over 
the year 1966, a period of one year only, in the northeastern 
states.

Bank robberies increased by 60%. Chain store robberies in- 
creased by 39%. Service station robberies increased by 26%. 
Robberies on the street increased by 27%. Shoplifting increased 
by 11%. Coin machine thefts increased by 18% and purse 
snatching increased by 23%. There are many more figures which 
are too numerous to mention, but one who reads and digests a 
portion of these figures as set forth begins to get a clear picture 
of what the man who is engaged in law enforcement is faced 
with in the performance of his duties. 


It might well be said by some who would bury their heads 
in the sand that this sort of thing could not take place in Wolfe- 
boro, but we in law enforcement know that this is indeed possible, 
in fact many of these increases may have been contributed to, in 
vart by your local police department, who makes monthly and 
yea_ly reports to the Bureau so that we in turn might get these 
reports and statistics whenever they are made available. Be- 
cause of a constant vigil on the part of all members of this 
department and the close association and coogeration of other 
‘own, county and state departments, this department has been 
successful in most of its endeavors during the past year. The 
men of the department have attended several seminars at St. 
Anselm’s College in Manchester, without pay, to further their 
knowledge of police procedure with good results. They have also 
attended police schools in other areas, also ‘without pay and at the 
present time, the department is sponsoring an area school, with 
instructors from State Police, headed by Captain Kenneth Hayes 
and Lieutenant Paul O’Leary, Training Officers for that depart- 
ment. All officers from the general area have been invited and we 
have officers from Fish and Game Department, State Liquor Com- 
mission, Sheriff’s Decartment, State Police Auxiliary, as well as 
officers from towns of Alton, New Durham, Farmington and 
Carroll County. The average attendance has been forty five 
men per session, there being session on Tuesday and Thursday 
night for a total of forty five hours. At the close of the school a 
graduation ceremony will be held when the men will be presented 
their diplomas by Colonel Joseph Regan, Director of the New 
Hampshire State Police. 
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There have also been several local classes held at the police 
headyuarters which dealt with problems of a local nature. A 
firearms training program under the direction of Lieutenant 
Stanley Stevens was begun last fall with excellent results and 
this program will be a continuing one. 


As mentioned previously, this department has enjoyed the 
best of relations with all other departments and will continue 
to do so. As police officers charged with protection of persons 
and property, we have no right to have differences among our- 
selves which might result in something less than the best law 
enforcement which we are able to render. The Commissioners 
and the men of this department wish to thank all those who 
have given of their time and money, that the department might 
be made better as well as those who have given aid and comfort 
to us when it was most needed. We wish to thank also, all 
members of other town departments with which we have worked 
and received assistance and to pledge the same in the coming 
year.

PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS 
ANNUAL REPORT 


The Parks and Playgrounds Commission considers the new 
Town Park a great asset to the community. The Commission 
has requested that the prime movers in its acquisition, Mrs. 
James Bovaird and Mr. Sidney Smith, serve in an advisory capac- 
ity regarding its maintenance and upkeep. 


A swimming program completed by 110 children was. con- 
ducted at Brewster Beach by Red Cross-trained instructors, 
Bruce Kelloway and Barry Tibbetts. They also supervised Carry 
Beach on a half-day basis, as this beach is now under the super- 
vision of this Commission. 


New and improved lighting has been installed on Abenaki 
Ski Slope. The Commission is grateful to Eric Erickson and 
the Municipal Electric Department for helping make this im- 
provement at a nominal cost. As the Commission was exper- 
iencing difficulty in securing a manager for the Ski Slope this 
season, one of the Commission members, Donald Brookes, vol- 
unteered to take first aid training, taking over the job of 
preparing the facilities and managing the ski area, as well as 
flooding the skating rink. The other Commission members wish 
to express appreciation to him. The ski slope is used for ski 
practice by the boys’ and girls’ ski teams of Kingswood Regional 
High School and Brewster Academy. 74 Carpenter School pupils 
have the use of the slope on Wednesday afternoons for skiing 
lessons under the direction of their physical education department. 


The cooperation of Mr. Linley Moore and the highway de- 
partment in keeping the ski slope road and the parking area 
plowed has been most helpful.

1967 


The Public Health Nursing Service of Wolfeboro and vicinity 
continued during 1967 operating on a part time basiis\ 'with Mrs. 
Dorothea ‘Hickey, R. N. serving as Public Health Nurse. Her 
office is located in the Black Building and she is on duty, Monday 
through Friday 8:30 A. M. to 12:30 P. M. 


Mis. Hickey’s report from January 1st to December 31, 1967 
included the following:

The Orthopedic clinic was held in the spring with 20 child- 
ren being examined. Doctor Garger was in attendance. 


A measles clinic was held in March and 69 children received 
measles vaccine. Doctor Bovaird and Doctor Allen were in at- 
tendance. 


Several persons donated used clothing which was distributed 
by the Public Health Nurse. 


The Nursing Committee wishes to thank all the citizens of 
Wolfeboro and Tuftonboro whose contributions financial and 
otherwise assured the success of this program; and to thank Mrs. 
Hickey for her work and cooperation during the past year.

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‘'rustees have therefore transferred this Fund to the Town of 
Wolfeboro Parsonage Fund. 


Yown of Wolfeboro Parsonage Fund: 


When the original Town Fathers laid out grants of land, they 
designated two parcels to be sold and the proceeds to be used ‘‘for 
the supvort of Churches” and “for the support of Schools’. For 
the support of churches, the Selectmen in their rounds of assess- 
ment were to count the membership of each church and distribute 
the income on a membership basis to each church. This was done 
for many years until it became unwieldy and somewhat ridiculous 
in the apportionment provided for. Since 1960, the Trustees have 
recorded the accumulated present balance of $351.27, which was 
augmented on 12/31/67 by the transfer of the Sunday School 
Trust referred tc above. As the income becomes properly divisible 
in the future, it is the intention of the Trustees to have a com- 
mittee of the local ministers determine the ratio for distribution 
to the various churches. 


Geeser-Rich Memorial Fund: 


As this Fund is earmarked by the Trustees for an eventual 
Home for the Aged, the accumulated income was ‘transferred to 
the Principal account. 


Martha A. Goodwin Fund: 


This Trust, together with the Income Reserve Fund has been 
maintained in accord with a vote of the Town at the 1957 Town 
Meeting: ----‘““Moved that the Town Treasurer be instructed to 
transfer to the Trustees of Trust Funds the bequest of Martha A. 
Goodwin, together with accumulated interest to date; and said 
proceeds to remain intact with future interest earnings until such 
time as a Special Purpose shall have been established by the 
voters of the Town; and that the name of the donor be commemo- 
rated in perpetuity with the Special Purposes so estabished. 
Motion carried.” 


Carolyn Y. Parker Fund; 


Since this Fund was established in 1955, the Trustees have 
made but one distribution of $100. and have chosen to allow the 
income to accumulate in order to provide a larger basis of income. 
The income was therefore transferred on 12/31/67 to the Princi- 
pal account, now in the amount of $7565.63. The Trustees believe 
that the future anntial income of some $400. will enable them to 
aid more students in education. 


Philip Sidney Smith Memorial Fund: 


This Trust was admitted on 12/31/67, and it consummates 
the generous gift of Mrs. Smith and her family. The income is to 
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be used for the maintenance of the New Town Park which is now 
combined with Cate Park. While this trust and the Cate Park 
Fund will be separately maintained and accounted for, it is the 
intention of the Trustees to distribute the income of both Funds 
without regard to the old “Cate Park” and the new “Town Park” 
which are now combined as one park. 


Cate Park Fund: 


In 1967, the addition of the new Town Park to the former 
Cate Park, certain repairs and improvements were made by the 
Selectmen to landscape, improve, and unite the two. The Trustees 
have therefore reimbursed the Town in the amount of $700. ex- 
penses on Cate Park, plus reimbursement of $172. for new 
benches, a total of $872. from the income of the Cate Park Fund. 


Summary: All of the abuve changes were made by the Trustees 
in the exercise of their best judgement. They have 
neither been approved nor disapproved by the Office 
of the Attorney General, Office of Charitable Trusts, 
with whom we have conferred. The Trustees will 
welcome any comments, suggestions or criticism.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The year 1967 has been a period of modest accomplishment on 
the part of the Library Trustees. We continue to realize ‘more 
and more dramatically the pressing needs for a larger and more 
adequate building wherein our librarian and her staff can func- 
tion more efficiently in their efforts to serve the reading public. 

Despite our continuing search for a better site and/or building, 
we have failed to discover any practical solution to our problem. 

As part of the overall town survey conducted by the “701” Pro- 
gram personnel, the library and its role in town affairs has been 
carefully examined and we are expectantly awaiting the findings 
of this survey in hopes that the answer to our many problems 
may lie in the master plan which may result.

The Libby Museum attendance this year registered a gain of 
over 500 visitors. The total for the year was 6,796. This was due 
in part to the large number of rainy days. At times over 30 cars 
were parked at one time. 


Two major gifts were received this year. Mrs. Madeline L. 
Hitchcock, a granddaughter of Dr. Libby, donated a much needed 
and complete refinishing of the museum floors. The second major 
gift was. a check in the amount of $100.00 given by a summer 
visitor, Mr. Richard W. Kilburn of Canton, Ohio, for the pur- 
chase of new exhibit material. 


Natural History exhibit donations this year included the 
mounted Fisher or ‘Fisher Cat’ given by Mr. David Perkins of 
Center Barnstead and mounted with the aid of funds provided 
by the Camp Kehonka Service Fund gift of last year. The service 
fund gift also provided for the mounting of a hornpout or ‘bull- 
head’ given by Mr. John A. Burnham of Mirror Lake, Wolfeboro, 
and for the mounting of a woodchuck donated by Mr. William F. 
Tuttle of Wolfeboro. Mr. Blair Moody of Wolfeboro donated a 
Japanese Quail egg. The egg was produced by one of the quail 
which had been on exhibition at the Carpenter School science fair. 


Other donations included a Japanese Banknote from Mr. 
Gordon Brostrom of New York; a Canadian Banknote from Mr. 
R. Franklin of St. Laurent, Canada; an Italian Banknote from 
Miss Katie Warner of Winter Harbor; a New Zealand Banknote 
from Mr. B. F. Brundred of Potomac, Md.; and a revolutionary 
currency note by Mr. Jim Thompson of Mirror Lake, Wolfeboro, 
who ialso gave a color photograph of the Museum exterior. An- 
other new exhibit this year was a section cut from the North 
Main Street water line by the Wolfeboro Water Dept. in making 
a tap for a new development street. The King Hill Nursery do- 
nated a Christmas wreath. 


The Wolfeboro Garden Club again provided the annual flow- 
ers planted in the terraced trays by the garden club members. 
The Municipal Electric Department again donated electricity for 
lighting, and in addition furnished numerous pamphlets, for free 
distribution, which listed precautions in the use of electricity. 
The Water Department donated water. The New Hampshire Fish 
and Game Department furnished their newsletter which was post- 
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ed as published. The Carroll County Extension Service again fur- 


nished many booklets for distribution to visitors. 


During the summer several local artists loaned their paint- 
ings for exhibition at the museum, lending color to the interior. 
The removal this fall of dead and diseased trees and limbs has 
improved the exterior surroundings. The new steel molding has 


prevented the ceiling tiles from falling in cold weather. 


I should like to take this opportunity to thank the Select- 
men, Mrs. Cole, Mrs. Jones, the members of the Wolfeboro Police 
Department, and all the donors, artists and other volunteers who 


aided this year.

The year 1967 was one of accomplishment and growth for 
the Wolfeboro Historical Society. From the first meeting at the 
Sabins’ residence on March 16th through the last one at the home 
of the Hamiltons’, the programs were all extremely interesting 
und informative. We were pleased to have the opportunity to 
appear on Radio Station WGIR last June 27th, when Miss Marie 
Robbins, Dennis Wentworth and I talked on Clark House and the 
Schoolhouse on the “Express Your Opinion” program. Dennis was 
kept busy after this Broadcast answering inquiries over the phone 
from interested people, and he and the Hostess, Mrs. David Fetzer, 
were assured later in the season that many of the visitors came 
from out-of-town after hearing the Broadcast. As our Librarian 
and Host, Dennis was also kept busy answering letters of inquiry 
as to genealogy and the relationship of the writer to the long- 
established families of this area. Many came directly to the 
Schoolhouse to do research among the books in our Library. 


We not only held nine meetings of our own but many mem- 
bers attended State meetings far and near, such as the one in 
Durham on June 24th, attended by Mrs. Charles Witham, Miss 
Margaret Avery, Mrs. Arnold Wentworth, Dennis Wentworth and 
myself. On August 9th we cooperated with the Effingham His- 
torical Society in conducting a tour of old homes in that area, 
which was very well patronized and added a goodly sum to our 
Ways and Means Committee’s fund. Mrs. James E. Bovaird, 
Chairman of this Committee, assisted by Mrs. Howard Sabin and 
myself, served sandwiches and cold drinks to those attending the 
Antigue Show in the Brewster Academy Gymnasium, at each of 
the sessions, thus adding another source of profit to the Ways and 
Means Treasury. 


We were sorry to have Mr. James A. Peirce move out-of-town 
but we are very fortunate to have to succeed him as Treasurer, 
Mrs. Arnold Wentworth. Mrs. David Fetzer, our Secretary, not 
only records the details of each meeting but also gave us much 
valuable publicity in weekly stories in The Granite State News 
about the contents of Clark House and the Schoolhouse.

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Fire Commissoner’s Report 
1967 


The commissioner’s Report this year will be a plea for the 
future rather than a report on the past. 


Our record for the past year, in fact, for all past years, are a 
matter of record both in this report and previous reports. 


First, on behalf of an unbiased group of engineers, Edwards 
& Kelsey Inc., working under section 701 of the Housing Act of 
1954, have been in town al]! year and their report of the conditions 
of the Wolfeboro Fire Station covers two pages of negative find- 
ings coming to the final paragraph quote: 


“‘Although the building is well maintained, the structure does 
not provide adequate space for the current needs. The site further 
restricts access to the street. The building is a potential fire 
hazard also lacking many of the fire resistant materials that are 
standard in present day construction. Thus, for the purpose of 
this plan new quarters for the Wolfeboro Fire Department should 
be found”’. 


We need a new Fire Station and we need the help of the 
people of Wolfeboro in obtaining one. Our basic problems are find- 
ing and obtaining the location. The location has to be approved by 
the State Board of Underwriters, which takes into consideration 
Gov. Wentworth School District, down town stores and homes, 
high value areas, and availability to highways. 


Obtaining a location that is approved by the Underwriters is 
a matter of finding out what is available for a new station and 
holding it with a retainer fee until the next Town Meeting could 
vote the remaining money necessary for the purchase. 

Any suggestions and help from the taxpayers on this press- 
ing problem will be greatly appreciated.

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Chief Engineer’s Report 


To the Board of Fire Commissioner’s and the Inhabitants of 
the Town of Wolfeboro. 


I herewith submit my report for the year ending December 
o1, 1967. 


The Department answered 81 alarms for the year of which 
67 were still alarms, 1 engineer call, 1 brush fire call and 12 box 
alarms. There were 49 structural fires, 16 automobile fires, 5 grass 
fires, 1 brush fire, 4 false alarms, 1 snow-mobile fire, 1 mutual aid 
call, 3 resuscitator and rescue calls, and one fire at a boat moor- 
ing. 


In answering the calls, the Department traveled 261 miles, 
gave 404 man hours of service, used 1200 feet of 214 inch hose, 
1300 feet of 114 inch hose, 2780 feet of booster hose, raised 222 
feet of ladders, and used 50 lbs. of Dry Chemical. 


The estimated value of the property where there was over 
$50.00 damage was $86,000.00, the estimated loss was $9,925.00, 
the insurance coverage was $73,500.00 and the amount paid for 
damage was $4,990.55, The estimated value of contents was 
$28,000.00, estimated loss was $4,875.00, Insurance carried 
$9,000.00, Insurance paid for contents loss was $682.71. 


The Department held fire evacuation drills in all public 
schools and at the Dormitories at Brewster Academy. The Depart- 
ment has conducted classes in the use of first aid fire extin- 
euishers to all Nurses and personnel of Huggins Hospital, also 
with the help of Hospital Staff the department has conducted fire 
drills at the hospital. The department completed inspection of 58 
new ol burner installations, inspected fire extinguishers and 
emergency lights in all public buildings. Three buildings were in- 
spected with and in conjunction with the State Fire Marshalls 
office. 

Five men attended the State Fire School at Fitzwilliams, 
N. H. 2 men attended a Fire Detection Institute at Newton, Mass., 
1 man attended 1 week instructors course at Nashua and 1 man 
nad Hospital Evacuation training at Lowell, Mass. 

I wish at this time to thank the Commissioner’s, call Firemen 


and the Citizens of the Town for their fine cooperation.

Be sure matches and smoking material are dead out when 
we discard them. 


6. Set a good example for others in fire prevention.

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REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS 
OF THE MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 


During 1967 the Department purchased 12,598,500 KWH and 
generated 1,840,700 KWH. Sales of electric energy increased 
11.14% over 1966. The peak load for the year was 3,400 KW and 
again the peak load occurred in December. It is anticipated that 
the summer peak in 1968 will equal the winter peak of 1967. 


This Department with the cooperation of the Budget Com- 
mittee and the Board of Selectmen, contributed to the Town a 
sum of $14,339.80 in lieu of tax payment. Although the Derart- 
ment is exempt from payment of taxes it is the intent of the 
Department not to penalize the Town because of owning a munici- 
pal utility. The amount paid by the Department was at least equal 
to tne amount an investor owned utility would have paid if it were 
serving the Town. The Department will continue this policy, in- 
creasing the amount when conditions warrant. Under the present 
rate charged for street lighting the Town pays approximately one 
half the amount an investor owned utility would charge. 


It is the policy of the Department to maintain a distribution 
system that will provide for continuous electric service to the 
citizens of the Town at an economical rate consistent with good 
utility practices and in the best interest of the Town. 


The ever increasing use of electricity continues. Sales of 
electric energy has increased 144% over the last 10 years and 
every indication is that sales will increase at the same rate in the 
future. Accordingly it is necessary that the expansicn program 
be accelerated and provisions be considered for an addition to the 
substation. It is estimated that the necessary increased capacity 
will cost approximately $98,000.00 and that additional capacity 
will be required by late 1969. Although detailed plans and engi- 
neering studies have not yet been completed it is estimated that a 
transformer of 3,750 KVA capacity will be installed adjacent to 
the present transformer. Provisions for this addition will be in- 
cluded in the Warrant of 1969. 


Included in the Warrant for 1967 is an article covering the 
curchase of a line construction truck including a hydraulic derrick 
and digger. Specifications covering this equipment have been sent 
to various manufacturers and a bid price will be available for 
Town Meeting. The present line truck was purchased second hand 
and is cver 10 years old. The cost of yearly maintenance has be- 
come uneconomical, making replacement most desirable. 


In 1954 two linemen (Basil Reed and Gordon Glidden) were 
injured when a pole broke and threw both men to the ground. 
Both men sued the New England Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
(N. E. T. & T.) for compensation to offset their anticipated loss of 
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income. After several years of delay the court ruled in favor of 
the two men. Immediately after the judgement N. E. T. T. sued 
the Department to recover the cost of their defense and judgment. 


The nature of this particular case was without judicial pre- 
cedent and consequently the matter was discussed, over several 
years, in the courts. A continuation of this process would be in- 
tolerable due to the accumulation of interest if the judgment was 
against the Department and to the cost of attorney fees. In order 
to terminate the conflict this Department, the Budget Committee 
and the Board of Selectmen offered the N. E. T. & T. an out of 
court settlement. After several negotiating meetings, N. E. T. &T. 
agreed to a settlement of $70,000.00. 


Although the Department was partially insured it was 
necessary to borrow $35,000.00 to pay N. E. T. & T. It was the 
unanimous opinion of all those concerned that settlement for this 
amount was in the best interest of the Department and the Town. 


The untimely death of Wallace ‘‘Wally’”’ Cole, Chief Engineer 
of the Power Plant, was deeply felt by the members of the De- 
partment and by all those who knew him. His knowledge, ingenu- 
ity and mechanical skill pertaining to diesel engines made the 
Power Plant an efficient generating station and established a 
yood reputation wherever diesel generators are used.
